FEBRUARY CARC MEETING MINUTES 


The February meeting program featured John Schaffner KB8LH, in "How To 
Win In DX", John says he's not a Bic GUN in DX competion, but you'd 
better believe he'saEG at CARC! Never wovld have believed it. As only 
five people inthe club send outgoing DX QSL cards threugh CARC to ARRL 
you'd expect the talk on DX tc be a dud. Contrary to Expectations, he 
presented a fine discussion, and it was that, informing a SRO crowd of 
how to be a DxCC'er in. one week. Of course, John refers to the ARRL or 
CQ WW contests - but it's a way to go. (Incidently, see the DX CARD 
contest, later in this issue), Among the important points John empha- 
sized, in order to be a good DXter, is to Know the capability and di- 
rectional pattern of your antenna. Be aware of the new stations, or 
rare stations, by subscribing to a DX publication, such as QRZ DX. Re- 
cognize that a lot of DX is possible during grayline darkness. IJInter- 
preted - dawn and dusk, notably on LF (160, 80 & 40 meters). Asis is 
presently coming thru in A.M. on 80, and VK's are FB on 40. Be aware 
of the DX windows. Mcst of US and Canadian hams, honor this for their 
own good. Generally though, they exist in the Extra Class frequencies. 
As to the method of operating, John says listen first, to see how the 
DX station controls the crowd. Does he get the W's off his frequency? “~ 
Split up? Down? How meny khz? (Incidently, some of those DX stations, 
have pretty sharp operators, the better one's accepting calls at the 
end of the previous QS0, rather than QRZ'ing. Smooth and good). Some 
stations, like call area sequence - a slow route for us W8's! Don't 
transmit, while the DX station is transmitting. Some USA stations look 
at this with a jaundiced eye - and say so! QSL is imperative. Stamps? 
Colorful one's are popular, if not with the OM, then with his XYL, or 
kids. Use IRC's. Dollar bills inscme DX countries, get that DX station 
in trouble with his government. Finally - did you take agander at that 
fine QSL display??? Makes a guy's mouth water...ce 


Following John's fine spiel, Nelson W8EAR, took us on a tour of KL?, 
OZ, DL, OE, I, DL and F. (Confusing you??) Super! Not only do we work 
them, we see where they live.

Then 
the VE program, will assume responsibility for Advanced abd Extra Class 
exams. Eventually, the Field Office will no longer give Amateur Radio 
license exams. Questions for Element 3 (Technician and General) writ- 
ten exams, were released in October 1983 in PR Bulletin 1035B. You may 
receive a copy, by sending a S.A.S.E., to either a FCC Field Office, 
or ARRL Headquarters.

VOLUNTEER EXAMINER PROGRAM 


From the W5YI REPORT, Fred:-tells us that the FCC has appointed five of 
the VECs (Volunteer Examiner Coordinator) as regional VEC's, They are 
for the (2) call area: Metroplex Amateur Radio Association, (8) area, 
Dayton Amateur Radio Association, (9) area, Devry Amateur Radio Soci- 
ety, (11) Anchorage Amateur Radio Club, for Alaskan Call District, (12) 
Carribean Call District, the Director of MARS for Puerto Rico. There 
are a total of 13 designated districts, so eight more need to be as- 
Signed. There will probably be multiple VEC's appointed in some of the 
districts, to share the load in the bigger districts. The ARRL is hop- 
ing that the appointees, will join with them as a "National" overseer. 
Under the present FCC rules, there is no such thing as a National VEC, 
but nothing to prevent. the ARRL from acting as the VEC for more than 
one district. ARR1 has held off, till the recoupment of expenses rule, 
goes in effect. The first five VECs, can not charge a fee or get reim- 
bursement for the expense of preparing and administering the tests. 
The first phase of the program, will be administering the Technician & 
the General Class exams. After the bugs are worked out of phase one, 
and the pool of questions for the Advanced and Extra Class exams are 
all put together, the VEs will do &1l the tésting. For the rest of the 
year, to upgrade to Advanced or Extra, ‘you will have to go to one of 
the District offices, for one of the quarterly exam periods. You must 
apply in advance and have an.appointment, or they will not give you the 
test. Dayton Hamvention officials are still planning on giving exams, 
but at the present, it looks like only Technician and General exams are 
to be given, as no FCC official will be there for the exams.
